Bl'ILDEK 

The  tomalo  os  an  annual  herb  of 
the  lamily  .^o'..l^al■eac,  which  also 
lnrlude5  vMfly  used  plants  as 

the  pofan-  r  1  11  1  and  eggplant. 
When  tlia  liiii..!!.''  1^  tvarm,  or  when 
raised  tn  hothouses,  the  tomato 
plant  may  not  die  at  the  end  of  a 
year,  aa  It  does  tn  colder  dlmatas. 
SomeUmes.  under  a  propetly  regu- 
lated temperature,  the  plant  be- 
comes a  perennial,  Uvbag  to  be  sev- 
eral years  old.  This  Is  not  practi- 
cable, commercially,  however,  as  tl.p 
fruit  becomes  smaller  after  the  first 
year. 

The  plants  are  usually  propagated 
from  seed,  but  may  be  raised  In 
greenhouEca  from  cuttlnRs.  The 
plant  Is  a  native  ct  Western  South 
America  It  was  introduced  from 
Eunpe  during  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury, and  although  ihe  Iruiis  were 
u.sed  10  a  limited  extent  in  pickles, 
relishes  and  preserves,  they  did  not 
become  popular  for  many  yeara  be- 
cause of  an  imfounded  suppoaWon 
that  the  ftult  was  pdsonoua.  The 
fruits  have  been  very  much  Im- 
proved In  appearance  and  flavor  by 
careful  selection  and  cultivation, 
and  tbla  no  doubt  has  contributed 
to  an  inoreaaed  poiidbunty. 

At  present,  there  are  several  hun- 
dreda  of  varieties,  varying  tn  ahape 
nnd  color  from  the  red  currant  ond 
.sir.ivli  >'-i;ow  iifHi  Viirit-'tle:,  to  large 
red.  white  and  pink  types.  The 
large  red  or  pink  frutts  of  from  two 
to  four  Inches  In  diameter  are  most 
marketable.

and  for  this  reason  the  price  always 
is  within  the  reach  of  every  family.
